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WET HANDS OR DRY? 


z Epiror: Your fishing editor says it 
/isn't necessary to wet the hands when 
| releasing small trout. I disagree. I have 
fished for trout 380 years, and I think 
Hthe small ones I’ve released have all 
lived. 

The most important thing is not to 
touch the body of any trout, for this 
breaks the protective film that covers 
the skin, and permits disease to enter 
the break. Here’s how to do it: 

If you are right-handed, pick up the 
trout by the lower jaw, using the thumb 
and forefinger of the left hand. Release 
the hook with the right hand while still 
holding the rod (you won't find it at 
all awkward) and let the fish drop 
gently into the water. It’s very simple, 
| and it will save a lot of trout that might 
| otherwise die.

Like virtually everything else in Flor- 
ida, the state’s fisheries wealth is par- 
tially a by-product of the climate. With 
a mean annual temperature of 70 de- 
grees, both its inland and ocean waters 
stay comparatively warm the year 
‘round. Such a condition allows the fish 
to reproduce two or three times as long 
and grow two or three times faster than 
in other sections, This is particularly true 
in fresh waters, where state fisheries 
men frankly admit their problem is one 


of having too many fish instead of too 


few. They have found many seriously 


_overpopulated lakes, where they claim 


size is rapidly being supplanted by num- 
ber. 


apes may be a subject for concern 
among biologists, but it apparently 
hasn't played any serious havoe with 
fishing. Game and Fresh Water Fish 
Commission records show that in 1947, 
a rather poor fishing year by Florida 
standards, resident licensed anglers 
alone took 28,232,418 pounds of game 
fish from fresh water lakes and streams. 
When you consider an estimated fifty 
percent of Florida’s fresh water fisher- 
men are not even licensed, it’s easy to 
see why the state claims the largest 
fresh water fish catch in the nation. 
Despite this astronomical figure, biolo- 


hea de Li 


gists believe hook-and-line fishermen 


are removing less than 20 per cent of. 


Florida’s annual fish crop. Last year a 
seining crew made one check-haul over 
an eight-acre section of Lake Okeecho- 
bee that netted over 1900 bass averag- 
ing two pounds apiece! The haul also 
included some 300 pounds of bream and 
crappie, and 200 pounds of catfish. This 
experiment took place in a giant inland 
lake that had been fished heavily for 
years by both commercial netters and 
sportsmen. 

In many sections any fishing trip 
means a long and tiresome auto journey 
for the angler. Not so in Florida, where 
one out of every 12 inland acres is 
water. At no point in the state are you 
more than 18 miles from satisfactory 
fishing. Orlando, a beautiful little city 
of 60,000, boasts 32 lakes within the 
city limits. Winter Haven, which is 
much smaller, claims 97. This happy 
convenience has made fishermen out of 
an estimated half of Florida’s perma- 
nent population. State research experts 
claim that nearly one million Florida 
residents go fishing on an average of 
once every three weeks the year ‘round. 
In the process most of them have be- 
come spoiled by the size and produc- 
tivity of their native fish, What many 
states consider a tip-top season, would 
probably have Florida anglers throwing 
rocks at the fish commission. 

The cozy temperatures and lush fer- 
tility of Florida’s fresh waters produce 
fish of enormous proportions—at least 
compared to other regions. In most 
states a big-mouth bass of seven or eight 
pounds is a catch to brag about; in Flor- 
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fair-sized fish. Of the more than a score 
of fresh water contests conducte 

throughout the state last year, not one 
prize-winning bass weighed under nine 
pounds. The winners ranged from nine 
pounds up to 16%. Bream and crappie 
grow just as fast, too. Bluegills of a 


pound and a half and better are caught 


regularly in the northwest section of the 
state, and in the central lake region a 
three- to four-pound crappie is not at 
all uncommon. ; 

Inland Florida produces about 10 
choice varieties of game fish. The champ 
of them all, of course, is the big-mouth 
bass. You can catch bass practically any- 
where in the state but you'll find the 
best fishing in the central portion. 
Orange Lake on the north and Lake 
Okeechobee on the south are generally 
considered as the boundary lines for 
really good bass fishing. You can take 
your choice of the thousands of lakes 
and streams that lie in between. Lakes 
Harris and Eustis in Lake County, the 
Tsala Apopka chain in Citrus County, 
the Withlacoochee River in Sumter and 
Hernando Counties, Lake Marion and 
the Kissimmee River in Osceola County 
and Lake Wilmington in Indian River 
County are all first class resorts for the 
black bass fisherman. 

All of these spots can back up their 
fishing claims with fabulous stories. It 
was from Lake Marion that two fisher- 
men recently took 10 bass weighing 77 
pounds—all in one hour and forty min- 


‘| utes! Several years ago former bait cast- 
. |ing champion Walt Willman and a com- 


panion hooked 210 bass in Lake Wil- 
mington in one afternoon; then they 
threw back everything under 10 pounds 
and went home with six fish apiece. 
Not to be outdone, Citrus County resi- 
dents can point to the two 19-pounders 
hooked in Tsala Apopka during one sea- 
son. Even the drainage ditches of the 
Everglades produce some amazing fish- 
ing. Last March two Miami anglers set 
some sort of record by hooking—and 
tossing back—515 bass in one day from 
a roadside ditch less than 20 miles from 


the city limits. 


IKE any other good Florida resident, 
Mr. Big-Mouth apparently performs 
with one eye on the tourist trade. From 
May through November bass fishing is 
just so-so. But comes December and 
the first trickle of winter trade and you'll 
find the bronzebacks biting. The fishing 
gets still better in January and usually 
hits the peak in March, when the tourist 
season unofficially ends. 

Despite the fabulous wealth of Flor- 
ida’s lakes and streams, fresh water 
fishing is one of the state’s few under- 
exploited fields. This year while Min- 
nesota, Wisconsin and Michigan were 
each adding up fees from better than 
200,000 non-resident anglers, Florida 
accounted for less than 70,000. This 


ida an eight-pounder is just another not-too-impressive figure results partly 


from the out-of-stater’s tendency to 
fudge on his license application, and 
partly from a rather steep non-resident — 
fee of $7.50. However, the main reason — 
is that, in its haste to promote sun and 

sea, Florida has simply failed to see its — 
own fresh water fishing possibilities. 

Salt water fishing presents a steed of 
an entirely different hue. For years the 
publicity writers on both coasts have 
played deep sea angling to the hilt. It 
is a recognized $100,000,000-a-year at- 
traction, responsible for 60 per cent of — 
the coastal tourist trade. Towns like 
Stuart and Fort Pierce, and even cities 
like West Palm Beach, owe much of 
their prosperity to countless hordes of 
cooperative sailfish. The same holds true 
for the tarpon at. West Coast towns like 
Venice and Naples. 

Beginning at Jacksonville you can 
traverse a solid 2100-mile salt water fish- 
ing theatre before you butt into the 
Perdido Bay at the western tip of the ~ 
state. The upper half of the East Coast 
from Daytona Beach north is primarily 
“eatin’-fish” territory, noted for its black 
drum, sea trout, channel bass and the 
dependable fall run of bluefish. It is a 
great sector for pier and surf fishing. 


Thousands of hopefuls dot the coast- 
line during each winter and spring to 
fish for sheepshead, croaker, whiting and 
an occasional pompano. It was a St. 
Augustine pier fisherman who, some 20 
years ago, hooked a 146-pound black 
drum on a handline to establish a world 
record that still stands. as 
The southern portion of the East 
Coast, where the Gulf Stream sometimes 
runs to within four miles of the main- 
land, probably claims the state’s best off- 
shore fishing. Beginning in January 
throngs of sailfish, dolphin, blue marlin, 
white marlin and barracuda range the 
Gulf Stream waters from Key West 
north to Ft. Pierce and Vero Beach, 
The famous blue marlin, which averages 
around 200 pounds on the Florida side’ 
of the Stream, is undoubtedly the fight 
in’est fish in the lot, but the tail-dancing 
sailfish outstrips him in popularity. 4 
accepted romping-ground of the sail i 
the area between Miami and Melbou 
where an estimated 10,000 are he 
annually.

_ The sun-baked strip of islands that 
make up the Keys is also headquarters 
perhaps the greatest sport in the rod- 
nd-reel game—bonefishing. The bone- 
Pash, a slender elusive creature that rare- 
ly weighs over 10 pounds, is generally 
conceded to be the fastest thing with 
fins. Hooking one is somewhat like snag- 
ging a bolt of lightning. The bonefish is 
pretty much a year-round resident of 
the Keys, and if you're lucky you may 
hook one any time from fall to spring. 


| as most popular migrant fish in the 
_ il Keys—and on the whole West Coast 
—is the flashing, fighting tarpon. The 
nomadic silver king first appears off the 
southern islands early in April. From 
there he drifts up the West Coast past 
Cape Sable and the Ten Thousand 
‘slands, arriving in the area around San 
‘Marcus Bay the last week or so in April. 
During most of May you'll find tarpon 
by the score in Charlotte Harbor, Little 
Sarasota Bay and along the entire coast 
between Boca Grande and Bradenton. 
June usually finds them in Tampa Bay. 
‘Charter boats from Tampa and St. 
Petersburg go after them hard during the 
‘month they are in that area—and usually 
with considerable success. Last year 
ore than 700 were officially entered 
‘in St. Pete’s two-week Tarpon Roundup. 
‘From that neck of the woods the tarpon 
tribes continue northward around the 
entire Gulf Coast on the strange trek 
at takes them out of and back to the 
st Indies each year. 

While the big silver boys are doubt- 
Tessly the most ballyhooed fish on the 
Gulf Coast, they are by no means all it 
has to offer. Red snapper, kingfish, 
upers, cobia, snook, redfish—all are 
ady inhabitants of the Gulf, and all 
‘e worthy of any fisherman’s hook.

occasional scrub pine. Few know that its 
timberland area is bigger than the whole 
state of Indiana. All this area is choice 
wildlife habitat. Much, of course, has 
suffered from years of poor game man- 
agement, and some is totally undevel- 
oped. But where there isso much dwell- 
ing-space, there should be game. And 
there is. With the probable exception of 
Texas, Florida has more wild turkey 
than any state in the union. A 1947-48 
census gave it more than 35,000 of these 
rare game birds. The north-central part 
of the state vies with South Georgia for 
the South’s best quail hunting. During 
a field trial near Tallahassee last year 
dogs flushed 52 coveys in four ,hours. 
The quail-rich section, however, is 
owned almost solidly by wealthy “dam- 
yankees,” and posted against public 
hunting. 

Florida’s deer population doesn’t 
stand up to that of the northerm states, 
but it ranks high in the South. State 
game biologists say the state now has 
about 32;000 whitetails in 60 of its 67 
counties. There is no official kill census, 
but experts estimate the bag at about 
5,000 bucks every year. At least one 
section, the sprawling Choctawhatchee 
Forest, compares favorably with even 
the northern states as a deer hunter's 
mecca. In last year’s 47-day controlled 
hunt on the army-owned reserve, some 
4,000 hunters killed 1,100 whitetails. 

No story of Florida is complete with- 
out delving into the mysterious Ever- 
glades, with its uncharted rivers, lost 
islands and its incredible variety of wild- 
life. It was this foreboding, 3,000,000- 
acre stretch of watery wilderness that 
Grantland Rice had in mind when he 
called Florida America’s last great wild- 
life frontier. It comes pretty close to be- 
ing just that. The Glades proper, and 
the adjoining Big Cypress, which is less 
marshy but just as wild, contain thou- 
sands of acres no white man has ever 
traversed. It is a giant exhibit of nature 
in the raw, where the black bear and 
the wildcat vie with the panther and 
alligator for top rung on the ruling 
ladder. 

All this—the primitive Glades, the 
thousands of bass-filled lakes, the tangled 
hammocks, and the miles of green ocean 
—is Florida. Not, the unprejudiced 
booster will tell you, the only sports- 
man’s heaven in the United States—just 
the most perfect. -

I think the Silver Glen 
Springs at Ocala will be my best bet in 
getting a boat for fishing on Lake George. 

Then I’m planning to head for Lake 
County and will stay in Leesburg, Tav- 
ares, De Land or Orlando—wherever I 
can get accommodations. This will put 
me right in the heart of some of the best 
bigmouth bass fishing. I want to plug the 
lily padded waters of a half-dozen or 
more good lakes in this area especially 
Lake Griffin, Lake Eustis, Lake Dora, 
Lake Apopka. I'm also considering a 
portable boat that I can throw atop the 
car. For several years ’'ve been promis- 
ing myself to drive over some of the 
back roads and try the fishing in some 
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for Sea Trout, Snook, Channel Bass, 
Pompano.

|the biggest of the big bass are often 


taken. There are no boats on most of 
these remote lakes, but the local towns- 
people will tell you where they are and 
how to reach them. If you ‘ve got your 
own portable boat, you're all set. 

Some of the fishing camps on my list 
are Griffin View Bass Camp on Lake 
Griffin (Address Pete Sulen, Lady Lake, 
Fla.); Carl’s Fish Camp, Lake Eustis. 
(Address, Tavares). 

Robert Wise, Lake Dora. (Address, 
Box 237 Mount Dora). If Wise doesn’t 
have enough boats there’s another way 
to get into Dora Canal which is about as 
wild and beautiful a stretch of water as 
youll see in this part of Florida. Write 
Albert Buse at Palm Garden Fishing 
Camp, Tavares. He has lots of boats and 
housekeeping cabins on Dead River. It

For the inland bass fishing I'll get a 
season license costing $7.50.

The Florida West Coast

S. you want to go fishing in Florida? 
Well, that’s a good idea, though not en- 
tirely original. It-has occurred to some 
forty million people in the last decade. 
To make the trip really successful why 
not explore the storied river and island 
country, the Florida West Coast? There 
are 3,000 miles of coast line on the Flor- 
ida peninsula, and they have inspired 
the greatest collection of adjectives ever 
used to describe sport with rod and reel. 
This fishing wonderland includes deep 
rock-bottomed bays, heavily wooded, 
clear spring-fed rivers and wild man- 
grove-bordered salt water inlets, arteries 
of the Everglades and breeding grounds 
of countless millions of fish. In the cen- 
ter is St. Petersburg, capital of the fish- 
ing empire. The volume of fish, most of 
which are caught by hook and line and 
sold commercially from St. Petersburg, 
exceeds by several million pounds any 
other city or county of Florida. Nearby 
West Coast counties furnish the run- 
ners-up in the figures to monopolize the 
state commercial fishing picture. 
Sports fishing headquarters furnish 
records on the greatest of game fish, the 


silver tarpon. To figure your chances ol 
catching a specimen of this regal tribe 
no guesswork is necessary. The figures 
are set down at St. Petersburg Junios 
Chamber of Commerce Tarpon Round: 
up headquarters. The secretary tells u: 
that more than 700 tarpon were enterec 
for prizes in 1948 during ten weeks 
running of the $10,000 Open event 
which takes place in May, June anc 
July. 

It is anybody’s guess how many tar 
pon are caught and not entered in com 
petition, because of size. At the very 
least it would be safe to estimate 10 te 
1. Then remembering that tarpon tour 
naments are also staged from Everglade; 
City, Naples, Ft. Myers, Punta Gorda 
Venice, Boca Grande, Sarasota, Tampé 
and Clearwater, one could add up some 
astronomical] figures. If the minimum ©: 
7,000 tarpon taken close to St. Peters 
burg applies to all ten tournaments, tha 
adds up to a bag of 70,000 tarpon each 
year.

Farther north the famous Gordon 
River at Naples has a reputation far and 
wide for large sheepshead, drum and 
channel bass. The fishing pier of Naples 
is one of the most active in the state.

The majestic Caloosahatchee River at 
Fort Myers and the great Peace and 
Myakka Rivers near Punta Gorda fur- 
nish a paradise of fishing that is acces- 
sible to rowboat and cruiser alike.

When you're hungry for it you can 
do it two ways from there on. Rig your 
rods and try quick, or walk back and 
look, as we did, There was no traffic on 
the road; we leaned on the ridge rail 
with the sky warmly red above the de- 
parted sun and listened to water sounds 
and calling birds and the quiet of eve- 
ning after God knows how many hours 
of pounding the road. 

“Still, isn’t it?” Bill said, whispering 
the words. 

I agreed and took off my hat. Up- 
stream the hyacinths were held back 
by the piers. Under the bridge, where 
the current bulged from beneath the 
hyacinths, bream made small popping 
sounds. Downstream andebeside the 
brushy island where we couldn't see, 
came a thrash of water and then widen- 
ing rings that lapped out into the open 
channel. As Bill said, you could see our 
ears go up. But before we started on the 
run for the rods a sound like pulling a 
cork from a ten-gallon jug came from 
under the bridge and we knew for sure 
that meant bass and top water plugs. 

My spot was beside the three beached 
boats, From the sand strip I could shoot 
the plug in under the flooring to the 
very edge of the hyacinths. My first cast 
plunked five feet short of the tangle and 
began the slow float down. As watched 
the plug, Bill thumped across the bridge 
and began casting from the other shore. 

The plug floated down, dragged, and 
the reel whirred softly as I again shot it 
upstream. This time it fell with a faint 
splash between two trailing strands of 
hyacinth. The current, on a gentle back- 
water, pushed it to he very edge of the 
growth. There the plug bobbed for a 
full sixty seconds. 

A bream sloshed the surface near the 
middle pier. Bill cast under the bridge 
on his side and we both stood in identi- 
cal stances of expectancy. Then’ he 
stepped back and his rod whipped up. 
A watery uproar echoed behind the pier 
where I couldn’t see and Bill walked 
along the rip rap with his rod pumping 
and a grin on his face. 

I gave my plug a bounce and the dish 
face sauirted water a foot in the air. I 
let it rest while I counted ten. On the 


second blop a little bass that was all 
mouth swallowed it whole. Feeling 
whittled down to size after a big build- 
up, I brought him in and Worked! out 
the hooks. 

Bill had worn his fish to a finish, and 
kneeling, he lifted him out by the gills— 
a nice two- -pound eatin’ size.

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If you think you’ve done everything 


with a fly rod that a fly rod can 


do, try catehing a bonefish with onet

ce few fortunate fishermen who 
have taken Atlantic salmon, steelhead 
and large trout with a fly rod can be 
forgiven if they seem to feel that they 
have been everywhere and done every- 
thing. But they haven’t—unless they are 
among the very fortunate few who have 
discovered anothér even more exciting 
kind of fly fishing that was unknown 
until only the past couple of years. It is 
available in only a restricted area, but 
the area is open to all and the rush is 
about to get’ under way. 

Ten minutes after making my first 
cast over these waters, I knew that I'd 
never fish there again without at least 
a hundred and fifty yards of stout back- 
ing on my fly reel, and an extra reel on 
hand in case I got stripped of that! For 
these were the bonefish flats of the 
Florida Keys, and at the time I was 
about to become one of less than a 
dozen anglers who had ever taken a 
bonefish on a fly rod. 

The Keys stretch out into the blue 
water between the Gulf of Mexico and 
the Atlantic for more than a hundred 
miles. Around this chain of tiny islands 
are millions of acres of flats and bars 
and banks over which the clear salt 
water ebbs and flows in an ever-chang- 
ing pattern of channels and slopes. The 
bottom of the white coral sand makes 
for easy wading. The sun is bright, the 
air warm, and fishing conditions are far 
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more comfortable than in the North 
where the angler must fight black flies 
and be prepared for anything from mod- 
erate warmth to bitter cold at his best 
season. 

Sneakers and a pair of old pants or 
shorts, the standard outfit for wading 
the Keys, are a far cry from the bulky 
and expensive waders or boots worn in 
the North. Fly fishing in the Keys is 
done primarily by wading but to a lesser 
degree from small boats. A guide is just 


a trout stream or a salmon river—a good 


investment, but not a necessity. You can . 


patk your car beside the main highway 
to Key West and find Tae fifty yards 
away. You can cruise down from Miami 
in a yacht or charter boat and live aboard 
it at one of the many yacht basins. You 
can fly down for a day of fishing in a 
Landwater Airways amphibian that will 
first show you the fish from the air then 
land you at the best spot, ready to wade 
or fish from the outboard-powered rub- 
ber boat that is part of the plane’s 
equipment. ; 

Fresh water anglers may spend sev- 
eral seasons with the fly rod before they 
take a two-pound trout or a four-pound 
bass, The various species of fly rod fish 
you catch in the Florida Keys start at 
around five pounds and run up to more 
than a hundred! All of them are swift 
racers that have known the wild free-

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dom of the limitless sea, They habitually 
try to out-distance danger instead of 
darting into the nearest hiding place, 
as most fresh water fish do. 

In mid-spring the biggest fish move 
in to the shallow water to feed and 
spawn. Then you may find a tarpon of 
more than a heed pounds lying in 
water so shallow his belly will rub the 
sand and his back fin will show above 
the water. A stealthy approach and a 


_ long, clean cast will drop the fly just 
as important in these waters as he is on ~ 


about six feet ahead and six feet be- 
yond him. If, when it moves across his’ 
vision, he takes it and you hook him, 
your chances of landing him are some-— 
thing like your chances of becoming 
President of the United States. His great 
body will break out of water, twisting 
up into the air as only a tarpon can, 
Then he'll race across the shallows to- 
ward the deeper water of the channels 
beyond, It is a feat of skill none yet has 
mastered, following such a fish, helter- 
skelter across the shin-deep flats, rod 
arched and jerking, reel singing, water 
splashing around flying legs that may. 
carry you along at seven or eight miles 
an hour in the wake of the tarpon’s 
fifty. 

A small tarpon may stop at the : 
opportunity and exchange his bur 
speed for a flurry of acrobatics, bu 
big ones drive right on. The line c 
to its end, draws tight and 


snaps. You put on a new line and leader 
with a prayer that the next one won't 
go over sixty pounds. 

Ever hear of a’ permit? A shy fish, he 
is, built like an overgrown pompano and 
not too unlike a common sunfish in gen- 
eral shape. Permits are rare and not one 
angler in a hundred thousand has ever 
seen or hooked one. He’s a tough fish 
on tackle and he likes flies, too, although 
till now he’s only been fished for with 
bait. You may find thirty-five pounds 
of him all in one lively piece and if he 
latches onto your fly he'll be as tough a 
proposition as angling has to offer. Or 
you may strike a barracuda, ladyfish, 
channel bass, snook, tarpon, or bonefish. 
But it is the bonefish that is most suited 
to the tackle and the bonefish is the real 
prize of the Florida Keys. 

Because bonefish work across the shal- 
low flats on the rising tides with their 
noses down and their tails occasionally 
waving above the surface it has been 
generally believed that their only inter- 
est is in bottom food and that none of 
the free-swimming lures like flies and 

plugs would excite them. So strong was 
this conviction that for years no one 
thought of fishing for this silver dyna- 
mite except with bait. The “four-six”* 
lads had so much trouble handling them

that they couldn’t conceive of bonefish 
being taken on the sort of tackle that 
was sometimes inadequate for trout— 
until two years ago when a few ad- 
venturous souls went to work with con- 
ventional fly outfits and proved it could 
be done. 


lees pioneers used mostly a fly de- 
signed by Homer Rhode of Miami. 
It looks something like a shrimp, one of 
the best of bonefish baits. Two pairs of 
hackles swing back behind the hook 
shank and several hackles are wound 
around the shank just behind the eye 
of the hook. As it is pulled through the 
water the feathers take on apparent life 
because of the “ballooning” effect of 
starting and stopping. The fly rides just 
under the surface, a complete reversal 
from the previous bottom fishing meth- 
ods. Rhode, a top guide, believes that 
the larger bonefish give up bottom feed- 
ing almost entirely and seek their food 
in mid-winter at or near the surface. All 
agree they're swift enough to capture 
any smaller fish they decide to chase. 
Rhode looks for a new bonefish record 
to be taken on the fly, and to bear out 
his prophecy he can point to several 
nine-pounders and one fish of ten 
pounds, two ounces, among the few fish 
already taken on feathers. While some 
of the other species come into the shal-

low water only in the spring, the bone- 
fish will be on the flats all the year 
around, 

Homer Rhode was busy with other 
work in Miami when I flew down in my 
little Cub and couldn’t go to the Keys 
with me. I spent two days vainly search- 
ing for someone with a knowledge of 
fly fishing for bonefish who would fly 
down to the Keys with me and spend 
a day fishing. Finally, another pilot, Lee 
Pruyn, joined forces with me to see what 
we could discover. We took off just be- 
fore noon and in an hour were flying 
over good bonefish water. We dropped 
down to three hundred feet and began 
to look things over. 

Although Id only seen two live bone- 
fish before, they were easy to recognize 
when we flew over them, They have a 
silvery sheen that is almost mirror-like 
in its reflecting qualities when they 
show their sides and that, together with 
their distinctive shape, makes them un- 
mistakable. As we flew southwest we 
saw scattered bonefish here and there 
as well as long barracuda lying like 
logs ,on the sandy bottom. When we 
reached Long Key we saw _ several 
schools of bonefish that seemed larger 
than the others. We landed, beached 
the plane at the edge of one of the deep 
channels where it could be secured

QO. OF THE illusions about bass fish- 
ing in Florida is that you can catch big 
bass, weighing up to 15 pounds or more, 


_ with the greatest of ease and in large 


“numbers wherever you go. Unfortu- 

nately this is not altogether true. The 
“big bass” complex had its foundation 
in expansive stories and articles, and in 
publicity photographs of huge ‘bass 
taken upon occasion. 

There are 18- and 20-pound bass in 
Florida, all right, but they are the ex- 
ception rather than the aa Youll catch 
about as many bass in Florida as else- 
where in good bass territory, 
average weight is apt to be greater. Five- 
and six-pound bass in the’ north are 
likely to cause comment; in Florida they 
seldom receive an extra glance. 

Ninety per cent of all fishermen who 
want to try for a big Florida bass come 
down in the late fall, winter and early 
‘spring, during the so-called “tourist sea- 
son.” What are the facts on the fishing 
during this period? Is this time of the 
year better than summer and early fall? 


but the 


While considerable bass fishing 
done during the summer season, it is 
definitely an off-time. The great heat, 
incessant rains and myriad insect life 
make a fishing trip anything but a pleas- 
ure. The bass do not move much. Like 
all life in Florida’s hinterlands in sum- 
mer, they lie quietly waiting for the 
cooler weather. But from the.middle of 
October to the end of May bass fishing 
reaches its height in Florida. 

It is not, however, uniform through- 
out the state. In southern Florida, con- 
ditions are fairly tropical through the 
entire winter; in the northern part of the 
state you will run into varying condi- 
tions of winter weather. It may drop to 
38 degrees above zero. Chilly winds 
come from the north, from the Atlantic, 
and across the Gulf of Mexico from the 
“panhandle” of Texas and the Missis- 
sippi Valley. Sometimes they breed the 
“northers” you hear about in Florida. 
During such times the bass seek the bot- 
tom, refusing to budge until the sun 
warms the waters again.

_ pork chunk lures are a “must” for Florida 
fishing. Rubber-skirted lures make it 
possible to get into places where it would 
be impossible to retrieve-a plug. At pres- 
ent a lure that is going great guns for 
_ fishing the pads and weeds is a weedless 
black spoon with a strip of pork rind or 
a small pork chunk. 

Florida fishermen are sold on top- 
water lures to such an extent that they 
have missed out on a good bet. When 
bass run deep they can be taken on 
deep-roving plugs, especially in the 
winter. It is wise, therefore, to bring 
with you three types of lures: the deep- 
running plugs of the river-runt and 
bomber type, the weedless lures of all 

kinds that you can toss into the midst 
of the bonnets and pads without fear of 
hooking up, and, lastly, the popping 
plugs of the strictly surface type that 
can be used in the pot-holes among the 
vegetation and among the cypress knees 
and black-water. 

The Florida bass season is open 
throughout the year. This means that 
bass can be taken through the spawn- 
ing season. Unlike in northern states 
where the spawning season is hardly a 
month in duration, Florida bass are on 
the beds for four or five months. 


Florida Bass Waters 


The St. Johns River is unquestion- 
ably the premier largemouth bass stream 
of the North American continent. The 
largemouth, being a lake or pond fish, 
is hardly ever associated with streams 
but from its headwaters in Lake Helen 


»-, 


i 


Blazes to where it empties into the 
Atlantic at Mayport, this river fairly 
teems with bass. Between Lake George 
and Mayport the stream becomes a 
major river and is, to some extent, brack- 
ish. 

Best bet for fishing on this stream 
would be from Lake George on up to 
Lake Harney, about 125 miles of water. 
Above Lake Harney there is a portion 
of the St. Johns known as Puzzle Lake 
that contains plenty of husky bass. Here 
the river spreads out over the savannahs 
or “prairies” in a number of bayous. 
Unless a person is familiar with the 
windings of these waterways he is like- 
ly to become lost, which accounts for 
Puzzle Lake’s name. 

Down where the Ocklawaha joins the 
historic St. Johns River and near Lake 
George, world’s largest bass ae 
bed, Porrest Wood fas created a beau- 
tiful sportsman’s lodge—a 53-room 
southern mansion dedicated to the 
sportsman and his pursuit of fish and 
game. It is located 30 miles by auto 
From Palatka in Welaka, Florida. 

Reached out of Cocoa on the East 
Coast of Florida, one can drop in to 
fish Lake Winder on the St. Johns, al- 
ways a good bet. You can’t reach Lake 
Washington from Lake Winder. To get 
there, go to Melbourne on Highway No. 
1 and take 192 west to fies St. Johns 
River. From the St. Johns River Camp 
(Bob Wall, prop.), you can fish down 
the river to Washington and up the 
river to Little and Big Sawgrass lakes 
and Lake Helen Blazes. There are some 
mighty bass in these three lakes worthy 


of careful investigation. 

Starting some time during November 
there is an annual run of menhaden and 
herring from the Atlantic, these runs 
continuing through the winter into the 
spring. These two familiar salt water 
fish run up the St. Johns to spawn in 
Lake Harney. Going up the river they 
hold close to the bottom but after they 
have spawned and start back to the 
ocean in the spring they are much in 
evidence on the surface. At this time 
the bass congregate at various points 
between Lake Harney and Lake George 
to intercept the down-coming schools. 

The spots w here the bass gather are 
known as “Striking grounds.” When the 
bass are really feeding the sound of 
their splashes can be ted for some 
distance. Any small wobbling spoon or 
pearl finish lure will then take bass al- 
most every cast. In late years dredging 
operations, which keep the river roiled 
and discolored, have interrupted this 
fishing. Dredging was completed in 
September, so the striking grounds on 
the St. Johns should be alive with bass, 
menhaden and herring. If so, you can 
look for some of the hottest bass fish- 
ing on record.

4 ta MAN said he wanted the best, so 
I took him out to ‘Gator Lake. We 
launched the boat on an alligator trail 
leading through head-high saw grass to 
a majestic cypress head. As he assembled 
his fly rod on the way in, I thought: 
“He’s going to be surprised.” 

For this was virgin Everglades water, 
a place of my own finding. Except for 
the Seminoles and an occasional roam- 
ing hunter like myself, I don’t suppose 
there’d ever been a fisherman upon it. 
The bass grew man-sized, that I knew, 
for I had cut a pole and hung a couple 
of sockdolagers on a rag cut from my 
shirt tail.

I 
like to think that I saw the birth of 
Florida light tackle fishin’ that day 25 
years ago when I watched .Will Dilg, 
founder of the Izaak Walton League, 
bring to. boatside:a score of Florida 
Jargemouths. As he released fish after 
fish—including one ten-pounder—I re- 
marked: “You do that so easily.” 

I've never forgotten his reply.

Today the big news on Florida’s fish-

bulldog determination of jack crevalle. 

Three rain-laden tropical storms in 
the past two years have ripened a hur- 
ricane harvest of black bass and pan- 
fish. Roadside drainage. ditches and 
pocket handkerchief ponds have been 
restocked by the floods. Reports of fine 
fishing are coming in from the crystal- 
clear Homosassa and its neighbor, the 
dark Suwannee, both in easy driving 
distance of St. Petersburg, Tampa and 
Sarasota. The Withlacoochee and famed 
Tsala Apopka chain, the central lakes 
section near Leesburg and Orlando, the 


bonnet-bordered Kissimmee and Lake 
Okeechobee’s grassy beds are produc- 
ing the best bass and speckled perch 
fishing in years. On the upper St. Johns 
they're catching shad on the fly rod. 
Florida’s guests and Floridians alike 
have found that every tropical game 
fish will rise to the fly and that it’s more 
fun catching them that way. The fly rod 
is doing more for Florida conservation 
than all the laws in the Sunshine State. 
It has brought sport fishing down to 
the grass roots.

There’s a new point of view being in- 
stilled in the salt water fishermen who 
have always measured their catches by 
the hundreds of pounds—caught on rod 
and reel, of course, but weighed in at 
the fish market.

It is ee 
enough so that a fish can get it into his 
mouth easily. Made of large diameter 
wire it will hold a fish without cutting 
into the flesh as hooks of fine wire are 
prone to do. Wet flies tied on these 
hooks should be excellent for any trout 
or salmon fishing. As a bait hook it 
should be excellent, too. The heavy wire 
is less likely to tear through a worm or 
other bait and, being short of shank, it 
is less likely to be noticed by the fish in 
advance of the strike. ;

What Size Minnows? _ 


ee are often puzzled as to what 
is the best sized baitfish for the type 
of fishing they do. If one knew exactly 
the size of the fish that would see a 
given bait they could be chosen wit 
great accuracy but most fishermen never 
know whether to expect a barely legal 
bass or a world’s record pike or musky. 
There is a general belief in the old adage 
“big baits get big fish” and there’s a lot 
of truth in it. It is not always completely 
true and it is equally true that very 
large baits may turn smaller, yet de- 
sirable, fish away. : ae 

It is true, too, that if a fish is feeding 
he'll take whatever food is handy, large 
or small. A lot of exceptionally big fish 
have been taken on insignificant baits. 
One of the biggest bass I ever caught 
took a cricket. The general rule holds 
in spite of the fact that amazingly small 


fi h will tackle big baitfish. At this point 
another factor enters the picture. A fish 
has more trouble swallowing a large 


baitfish than a small one. Fish normally | 


turn the bait around after the strike in 
order to swallow it headfirst. The bigger 
the bait the more time it will take for 
the fish to swallow it and the greater the 
chance that the strike will be premature 
and the fish will escape. 

The safest course seems to lie some- 
where between the two extremes for 
general fishing. If big fish and big fish 
only are the desire of the angler he may 
wisely stick to oversized baitfish. Small 
baitfish will tempt small fish that might 
not otherwise tackle one at all. In most 
states the fisherman is permitted to use 
two rods and the perfect solution seems 
to be using one rod for smaller than aver- 
age baitfish and the other for whopping 
minnows that may attract the super- 
sized trophy we're continually hoping 
to tie into. 


Line-to-leader Splice 
eos a small loop spliced into the 


end of a line may be locked with] 


the leader loop for a connection so 
smooth that there’s no real interference 
when the union comes in through the 
guides, the splice of the line directly to 
the leader is even smoother. Whether 
for bait casting or fly casting the time 
required to make the splice is likely to 
be well invested. The splice should be 
about half an inch long. Both line and 
leader should be roughened with sand- 
paper for better gripping of line to 
leader and of wrapping thread to both 
of them. They should be wrapped tight- 
ly with fine thread of nylon or silk and 
finished off with two or three coats of 
varnish. On the fly line such a splice will 
do for a season and the diameter of the 
leader material should be only slightly 
smaller than that of the fine end of a 
tapered line, This section may be about 
two feet long and by using the standard 
leader knot, any length of leader may 
be fastened to it, either level or tapered. 
Tapered leaders aid in casting and as 
the leader wears or breaks on the fine 
end first it may be replaced or removed 
from time to time without affecting the 
five or six feet of leader nearest the line. 
By using heavy and strong leader next 
to the line the only danger of breakage 
is at the fine end which is easiest to re- 
place. 

For bait casting a level leader is nor- 


mal and five or six feet may be spliced. 


to the line for smoothest casting, A 
leader is a definite help in fooling fish 
with bait casting lures, especially the 
smaller lures and those that are fished 
so slowly that the fish have a chance to 
inspect them leisurely. Both the splice 
and the leader should be inspected fre- 
quently as they will receive far more 
wear than will the splice on the fly cast- 
ing line. The bait casting splice must go 
and out through the guides on every

4 when hooked to an old grandaddy 
sh? Whenever a reel dr ops from the rod 
to the water it’s annoying if not tragic. 
A loop of scotch tape at the reelseat is 
good insurance against having the reel 
fall free. Scotch tape is not only handy 
for holding a reel in.place but can be 
used by the angler for dozens of things. 
When a guide comes off a new one may 
be fastened into place on the rod,with 
scotch tape in a matter of seconds to 
take care of the situation until you can 
obtain winding silk and enough time to 
wrap the guide on and let the varnish 
dry. Flies may be fastened in their boxes 
with scotch tape. Plugs and spoons can 
be kept from tangling by taping them in 
rows or into trays. A bit of scotch tape 
around the treble hooks of a plug will 
make it less dangerous to carry but can 
be removed in a jiffy when you're ready 
to use it. Thin strips of scotch tape are 
very handy for fastening small and deli- 
cate baits like crickets or grasshoppers 
to the hook and will hold them on with- 
out injury. Scotch tape must be applied 
to a dry surface in order to hold. Under 
repeated soakings it may lose its grip 
but if the taping is double it will stand 
“quite a bit of water.

spoons spinning around a dozen similar 
red beads just ahead of a swivel and 
snap. A length of leader with a hook at- 
tached or a snelled hook is put into this 
tail snap and the bait is attached to that. 

It is the flashing of the spoons in the 
open water that attracts the fish. They 
can see this flashing for a long distance 
and when they come to investigate it 
they finally find the inconspicuous na- 
tural bait trailing behind, a bait that 90 
percent of them would never have no- 
ticed without the flashing spoons. This 
combination of flashers and natural bait 
is many times as effective as natural bait 
alone. The hardware is hard to pull 
through the water and takes some of 
the life from the fish in his struggle to 
get away. The spoons revolve at low 
speeds and should be trolled slowly at 
a depth that will reach most fish. A keel 
sinker ahead of the spoons will keep 
the line from twisting and take the bait 
down to the desired depth. Solid metal 
(monel) lines are excellent to take a 
bait down deep. Depth is regulated by 
weight of sinker, length of line out or 
speed of the boat. This type of lure is 
used for landlocked salmon, lake trout 
and other species of trout found in 
lakes. It is also effective for the panfish 
and lesser game fish but a big bass, pike 
or musky is likely to wallop the spoons 
instead of the natural bait and fail to 
be hooked. Try it on walleyes for a sur- 
prise. ¢ 


Live Bait and Spinning 


ie AuL-the hullaballoo over spinning 
with artificial lures most anglers seem 
to have overlooked the fact that al- 
though spinning with artificials is find- 
ing a place of major importance between 
fly casting and bait casting, in the use 
of live bait it is unexcelled. While 
there are thousands of arguments as 
to whether bait casting or spinning 
is more effective or whether spinning or 
fly casting are equally sporting there has 
been a strange silence and lack of argu- 
ment as to which is the best and most 
sporting way to fish with live bait. In my 
opinion spinning is definitely out in front 
in this field beyond any reasonable argu- 
ment. 

The spinning cast is a gentle one. It 
doesn’t require the hard snap needed 
to send a plug out with a short rod. 
When casting worms or live minnows 
with a casting rod, because the lure is 
lighter than customary, a harder-than- 
usual snap is needed to get the same dis- 
tance. This hard snap all too frequently 
tears a nightwalker off the hook or pulls 
the hook out of a minnow. The fly caster, 
too, is handicapped by the weight of 
natural baits, whether a minnow or a 
cricket. It makes his casting less pleas- 
ant and more difficult and the sudden 
change of direction at the end of each 
forecast or backcast tends to injure the 
bait or snaps it off the hook. 

Spinning sends a light natural bait

out easily and without damage to the 
fishing, spot. There’s no abrupt jerk and 
no extra weight is needed with most 
baits in order to cast them. A light float 
and a BB shot would normally be used 
and this slight weight is sufficient in it- 
self to permit long casting. But even 
without any float or weight, as required 
by some stream conditions, the spinning 
outfit will do the job. 


Paint Your Old Plugs 


ES 1s the time to go over your plugs 
and bass bugs and repaint. those 
that need it. All you need is a can of 
touch-up enamel. A single color will 
do but a choice of two or three is bet- 
ter. All black is my favorite and ranks 
right along with red and white in 
putting fish into the live box. Black is’ 
a color almost everyone has on hand. 
You can buy automobile paint in little 
bottles or cans equipped with a brush- 
installed cover. If you want to be: 
artistic, go ahead, but actually the pro- 
tection of the paint coat and its color, 
rather than the meticulousness of the 
design is the important factor. Be sure 
the wood is dry and smooth. A going 
over with a sheet of fine sandpaper be- 
fore painting will make your repairs 
more permanent. A change of color or 
a brightening up of some of those old- 
timers you've lugged around in your 
tackle box for years without using may 
put them onto your preferred list. While 
youve at it, don’t forget to sharpen the 
hooks, test their moorings, wipe all 
metal with an oily rag and generally 
put them into shape for the coming 
season and the months of storage still 
remaining. 


Salt Water Salmon 


dl Fey QUESTION frequently comes up 
regarding. the catching of Atlantic 
salmon in salt water. The answer is that 
Atlantic salmon-are taken by anglers al- 
most exclusively after they've entered 
the streams. Like everything else about 
these paradoxical fish which do not 
feed in the rivers yet do occasionally 
rise to an angler’s fly it’s not possible 
to make an absolute statement. They 
can be caught in salt water and I’ve 
caught them in both brackish water at 
the river mouths and in pure salt water 
some distance away. They are occasion- 
ally caught on the handlines of cod 
fishermen at a depth of 100 feet or 
more and sometimes they strike the 
shining “jigger” of the commercial cod 
fishermen as they work this double- 
hooked metal lure up and down on the 
cod grounds. 

But the sea is so large and the num-

is almost impossible to bring he fly 
or lure within reach of one of them out 
in the open sea.

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here and there throughout the county 
are the smaller lakes, some of them 


rarely fished: By locating in such Lake 


County towns as Leesburg, Tavares, 
Eustis, Mount Dora, Clermont, and 
other centrally located spots, you can 
easily fish a different lake every day. 
While you will find accommodations, 
they are limited in comparison to those 
offered in other sections of the country. 
The fisherman should bring his own 
boat or canoe but there are excellent 
trailer camps all through the county. 
Remember the Sparks Circus? Well, J. 
F. Sparks now operates Rod ’N’ Reel 
Court on the shores of Lake Harris at 
Tavares. John Aston of Escondido, 
California, bass fisherman  extraordi- 
nary, says, “This spot has everything.” 


The Withlacoochee River 


Like the St. Johns River, the With- 
lacoochee flows north and empties into 
the Gulf of Mexico near Yankeetown. 
This notable stream rises north of Haines 
City, loops into Lake County, then 
passes west via Dade City, Lacoochee, 
Nobleton, Rutland, Dunnellon and so 
through the backwaters of the river to 
the Gulf. The cream of the fishing on 
the Withlacoochee lies from the bridge 
crossing Highway No. 48 between 
Floral City and Bushnell.” From this 
point the river passes through a wild 
region of cypress swamps, all under 
water except at Trail’s End Camp out 
of Floral City, fronting on the river 
some two or three miles downstream 
from Highway No. 48 bridge. 

You can use this camp as a base for 
fishing 10 or 15 miles of the stream, in- 
cluding Jumper Creek and Dead River. 
Five miles below Trail’s End Camp a 
stream a mile in length comes out of 
Lake Panasoffkee into the Withlacoo- 
chee, In this lake bass ranging up to 15 
pounds are often taken. There are six 


.or eight camps on this lake, an unusual 


number for the region as camps are few 
and far between all through the fishing 
regions of Florida. 

Special attention should be paid to 
the backwaters of the Withlacoochee, 
which are pushed back about 12 miles 
by the power dam at Inglis. These back- 
waters afford some of the best bass fish- 
ing in Florida. Hundreds of 10- to 12- 
pound bass come out of here annually, 
also panfish up to three pounds. You 
can stay at Dunnellon to fish the back- 
waters and also a goodly portion of the 
Withlacoochee in that immediate region. 

You should by all means look in on 
Lake Tsala Apopka (not Lake Apopka) 
that lies along the Withlacoochee River 
at Inverness and Hernando on north 
and south Highway No. 41. With its 
various ramifications this lake is between 
20 and 25 miles in length and portions 
of it, owing to dense vegetation, have 
been little fished. Bass run up to 18 
pounds in this lake. But there are only

Northwest Florida 


The Ocklocknee River in northwest 
Florida heads out of Georgia, with about 
25 miles of it in Florida before it reaches 
Lake Talquin. The best fishing is in 
Lake Talquin and north from that lake 
to the border. Accommodations can be 
had at the lake, which is easily reached 
out of Tallahassee on Highway No. 20. 

The Chipola River in Jackson County 
flows through Marianna on Highway 
No. 90 and empties into the Dead Lakes 
south of Marianna on Highway No. 71. 
You can put in a boat at Marianna and 
float down the stream to the Dead 
Lakes. It is an easy trip and the stream 
is not blocked by down trees or logs. 

The Dead Lakes have been producing 
more fish and better fishing in the past 
three years than ever before, the rea- 
son being the hatcheries located there. 
The Dead Lakes are typical cypress 
waters and you really need a guide to 
find your way in and out of their twist- 


ing courses. Bass here run up to eight} 


pounds. There are some accommoda- 
tions at Wewahitchka but the best idea 
is to locate at Port St. Joe down the) 
coast. 

The Choctawhatchee River is one of 
the best streams in northwest Florida 
for bass and panfish, especially when 
the stream is down in level and running 
clear. The best fishing is from the point 
where Highway No. 90 crosses this 
stream, 10 miles east of Ponce de Leon, 
down to Choctawhatchee Bay Spring. 
June, November and December are the 
best months to fish this river. 

Escambia River, which flows through 
Escambia and Santa Rosa counties, is 
always considered a good stream, but 
spotty. It is chiefly a panfish stream, al- 
though some husky bass are taken from 
it at times. 

The Yellow River rises in Alabama, 
flows into the Gulf of Mexico at Black- 
water Bay. It never has been greatly 
publicized but it has water that is cold 
and swift and the bass in this stream are 
great fighters. However, it is good only 


when the stream is clear and that ap-|$ 


plies as well to all northwest Florida 
streams. Also rising in Alabama is the 
Blackwater River which is clear, swift 
and has a sandy bottom. When water 


conditions are right this stream pro-| 


duces some unusual bass fishing. 
Special attention is called to Lake 
Imonia which is reached by Highway 
No. 319 out of Tallahassee; also Lake 
Tackson, on Highway No. 90 out of 
Tallahassee;-Lake Miccosokee on High- 
way No. 90 east of Tallahassee, three

ID-WINTER fishing for nearly all 
anglers means Florida. Many are 
making preparations or are on 

their way; buiers are bringing forth that 
old, well-worn alibi—the need for sun- 
shine. It’s as good as any so long as it 
results in achieving the real purpose, a 
week or two of fishing on the brightly- 
colored warm waters close by or on the 
Gulf Stream. 

It doesn’t matter that this time of the 
year, according to Florida standards, 
isn't the most favorable for fishing, even 
though far southern waters may be more 
productiv e than most vacationing fisher- 
men enjoy in home waters at any season. 

Mid-winter Florida fishermen are 
prone to skip the more northern areas. 
They have learned that these beaches 
and the offshore waters as well are bet- 
ter left to those coming down in March 
and through the summer. 

On the east coast it’s from Fort Pierce 
south to Key West that the mid-winter 


~ fisherman encounters the greatest op- 


portunity, and below T Tampa Bay on the 


- west coast. The variation in-the kinds of 


fishing between the two is small. More 
important is the factor of whether

the fishing is to be offshore or in Dre: 
tected waters. 

For the first, there’s the well pub- 
licized sailfishing which rates at the 
advance notices. Often in December, 
unfailingly in January, there’s a concen- 
tration of these flashy jumpers off St. 
Lucie Inlet. Sometimes the run may be 
but a few weeks; again it may continue 
for as many months. In this area there 
are several excellent fleets of charter 
boats for offshore fishing—at Stuart, Port 
Sewell and Salerno.

For many fishermen the first sailfish 
has been most elusive. It is a matter of 
record that some anglers have fished for 
20 years and more without achieving 
this coveted honor.

Anyone can do 
no better than fish these waters at this 
season.

That’s extraordinary—far 
above the average for this particular 
grounds, It does afford the budding sail- 
fisherman some idea of what can be 
done. 

At the same time, there are always 
albacore, bonito, dolphin, barracuda and 
mackerel in ae same area. Too, there 
are Spanish mackerel along the beaches 
and blues in the surf and inlet tideway 
and bottom fishermen can hook into a 
choice assortment of reef fishes, from 
exotically colored angels and parrots to 
huge jewfish weighing several hundred 
pounds, 

_ Late in January the Palm Beach Sail- 
fish Derby gets under way. The fishing’s 
keen as the competition—one of the most 
interesting of the mid-winter tourna- 
ments. All the charter boats in the area, 
from those at Riviera and along the West 
Palm Beach lakefront, to those docking 
at Boynton several miles below, enter 
into the festival. spirit of sailfishing. 

The skippers of these charter boats, 
as well as those at Fort Lauderdale, 
Hollywood, Miami Beach and Miami, 
are tops in the game. Some of them fish.

sistently fish the Stream near their home 
port but youll also find them cruising 
in blue Bahaman waters, down through 
the Florida Keys to the Dry Tortugas, 
and often along the north Cuban coast. 
Their craft are as well found and as able 
as the skippers are efficient. 


On the Florida west coast charter |. 


craft are seldom so pretentious. They 
fish at this season in the protected in- 
side waters for mackerel and blues and 
spotted sea trout—only occasionally on 
the off-shore reefs for grouper and snap- 
per, for in January and February the 
winds blow fresh and steady. 

The most protected fishing waters in 
all Florida are those of the Ten Thou- 
sand Island sector of the southwest 
coast. No one fishing here ever experi- 
ences mal de mer. There is a large fleet 
of charter boats at Everglades and boats 
throughout thé Marco area. 

' There are many fishermen for whom 
there is no appeal whatsoever for the 
far off-shore stretches. They prefer to 
go on their own. They bring a trunkful 
of tackle, often their outboard motors 
and skiffs as well to follow the byways 
rather than the highways. They spend 


entire vacations in limited areas. 


. 


Fo this inquiring sort of a fisherman, 
the Florida Keys country at this sea- 
son offers unlimited oppor tunity and va- 
riety. There are charter boats at almost 
every dock along the 165-mile length of 
the Keys. In the protected channels and 
on the extensive banks, the small boat 
man experiences a sort of fishing almost 
unbelievable. Here it’s not only feasible 
but productive of far more fishing fun, 
to employ casting and fly tackle—the 
sort of tackle used on aa water lakes 
and streams. For this reason this area 
might have greater appeal for the new- 
comer. 

Anywhere in the Keys, it matters lit- 
tle whether one fishes from the shore, 
or one of the many bridges, wades the 
white marl flats, which at low water are 
often bared to the sun, or finds his way 


around in a skiff, it’s all good fishing | 


and, oddly, the flats often are more 
productive than the deeper waters, a 
condition fishermen seldom encounter 
elsewhere. 

_ Here, too, are caught several species 
not found in more northern sections. 
Only in the keys may bonefish be caught 
consistently, They are a fabulous fish. 
Once a fisherman has caught one of 
these streamlined, silvery ghosts of the 
flats, he knows he has hooked the fastest 
fish that swims. 

The bonefish is a light tackle fish, and 
is taken as readily on fly and plug as 
with hermit crab and live shrimp baits. 
It’s only in the past several years that 

fishermen have learned this. fly rod angle 
of an old game.

above the rising tide, and rigged up our 
rods. , 

The time-honored procedure of *a 
bonefisherman is to search till he finds 
tailing fish. Bonefish move in over the 
flats as the flood tide covers them. As 
they nose along the bottom in this shal- 
low water their tails break the surface 
and betray their positions. When the 
bonefish are spotted they are stalked 
and the bait, usually shrimp rigged uf 
with a light sinker, is cast about fifteen 
feet ahead of them. Then, if the angler 
is lucky and the bait is still fresh, one 
of them will take it and at the first sting 


of the hook will scoot for deep water— 


but fast. Homer Rhode had suggested 
that we use the same system of spotting 
fish, then stalking and casting to them. 
We watched the water where we had 
located the bonefish, but we saw no 
tails, As time passed we realized that 
we had missed the best part of the tide 
and the water had become so deep that 
the tails of the bonefish didn’t break the 
surface as they moved along. So we 
waded out and fished the water blindly 
just as we would have fished on a lake 
at home for bass. Lee Pruyn used his 
bait casting rod with a Pal-O-Mine plug 
and I used my nine-foot bass rod with 
a ten-pound test nylon leader and one 
of Homer Rhode’s shrimp-like flies. 
‘Lee sang out when he saw a bonefish 
fash toward his plug but turn away 
just short of taking it. A few casts later 
he had a smashing strike. He let out 
another yip and I turned to see his short 
rod arched and the line whistling out 
as the fish moved off toward deep water. 
The run was not a long one. The fish 
circled, then jumped. Instantly we recog- 
nized it as a barracuda, evil of eye and 


sharp of tooth. Lee led the fish to shore 


and gingerly freed him. 
nN THAT moment something hit my fly 
and began slicing toward deep water. 
The reel handle blurred and the line 
sizzled out so fast I felt a hollow feeling 
at the pit of my stomach. Remembering 
that my leader was good for ten pounds 
strain, several times that of my fine sal- 
mon leaders, I increased the pressure 
only to find that the fish was spurred on 
to even greater speed. I quickly eased 
off again to let him run himself out. 
_ My reactions, of course, were geared 
to the fight of an Atlantic salmon, gen- 
erally considered top fish in fresh water. 
While I could let a salmon take line out 
between my fingers without having the 
braided nylon burn me, the speed of 
this fish was much greater. After burn- 
ing my fingers on that first run I let the 
click act as a brake and watched fly 
line and then backing melt off the reel 
arbor. Had that bonefish maintained his

This is the question thousands of 


hunters are asking each other today 


ot A month passes without an- 
N nouncements of new developments 

in sporting arms and ammunition 
or in other items of shooting equipment 
such as clothing, footwear, . camping 
utensils and transportation by air, land 
or water devised to enable the hunter 
to travel fast and far, all with a maxi- 
mum of ease and a minimum of risk and 
discomfort. Provided the nimrod has a 
large bale of depreciated bank notes it 
is scarcely more difficult for him to reach 
the remote wilderness areas of the world 
than it was to travel a hundred miles to 


some famous waterfowl resort as many 


years ago. 

In order to reach a favorite duck 
marsh nine miles from my boyhood 
home, it was necessary AO years ago, to 
make a start at two o'clock in the morn- 
ing and travel by buckboard over dirt 
roads in the frosty darkness. Once there, 
howeyer, one always found ducks, thou- 
sands upon thousands of ducks from 
which our black powder fowling pieces 
took moderate toll. Nearly always we 
boys had the whole marsh to ourselves. 
Occasionally we shared it amicably with 
one or two other shooters. 


I shall turn out tomorrow morning an 
hour before the legal shooting begins 
and be on the same old bridge crouched 
behind a plank blind well fed, warm and 
physically comfortable, armed with a 
splendid 12 bore Magnum. My shell 
bag will be filled with cartridges at ten 
cents each, Indeed, I should be a happy 
man, you say, and in a way I shall be 
for the old marsh will look the same with 
its untidy new muskrat houses, its shal- 
low pools of brown clear water ‘and its 
expanses of frost-stricken. vegetation. 
The surrounding hills will be wearing 
their glorious autumnal mantles and all 
the pungent fragrances of October will 
be there to stir my senses just as they 


did two-score years ago. But in spite of - 


the natural splendor surrounding me I 
shall be considerably less than joyous 
for the hosts of waterfowl that once rose 
with a great roaring of wings to swing, 
circle and settle again in the little coves 
and marshy channels will be represented 
only by a few small flocks and these so 
harried by a score of long range gunners 
that few if any will get within range of 
the powerful Magnum.

“white man is not a good neighbor to 
§wildlife and that he never has been one 
since first he learned how to set a snare 
sand sling a stone. He hasn't been a good 
neighbor even to his own kind in fact, 
for all his high principled moralizing. 
In 1800 there were not over half a dozen 
or so of people to each square mile of 
land in the United States. A hundred 
years later there were twenty-odd per- 
sons to the mile and in this year of Grace 
there are in the neighborhood of forty- 
five Americans to the square mile. It is 
not pleasant to reflect that it is highly 
probable that wildlife may be extermi- 
nated simply by the pressure of the hu- 
man population. without another shot 
fired. © 
For the next fiscal year the U. S. Fish 
-& Wildlife Service has $22,000,000 in 
its hands for the preservation and main- 
tenance of wildlife. The several states 
will probably spend as much more for 
the same purpose but any man who 
thinks that the expenditure of these tre- 


mendous sums in 1949 will restore game | 


bird and animal populations to equal 
_those of 1850 is just a plain damned 
fool, as a skeptical Texan once addressed 
William Jennings Bryan after listening 
to the great man’s discourse on Free 
Silver. Starting back in 1850 the sum 
of $50,000,000 annually appropriated 
and ably administered for the preserva- 
tion of American wildlife and patrioti- 
cally supported by the public might 
have done the trick. It could never have 
maintained the primitive abundance of 
birds, animals and fishes but wildlife 
would be in far better condition than it 
is now. We might even know what a 
passenger pigeon looked like and to lis- 
ten for the sound of its wings as the 
great flocks swept overhead in the light 
of an October sunset. = 


O* THE walls of my room there are 
beautiful specimens of muzzle load- 
ing rifles and two shotguns. All these 
weapons are in perfect condition and as 
serviceable as they ever were. There are 
also a dozen or more specimens of shot- 
guns and rifles representing the best 
work of American and English gun- 
smiths. If at this moment a good fairy 
presented me with a choice in the mat- 
ter I would toss the modern guns and 
rifles on the village scrap heap, pick up 
the cap lock guns with powder and shot 
‘flasks, nipple wrenches, spare nipples 
and gun caps and ask to be set down on 
the banks of a fine clean American river 
in the year 1840 A.D. 

The manufacturers of sporting arms 
designed for the killing of game may 
well, in my estimation at least, give up 
the quest for better and more efficient 
sporting shotguns and rifles, These now 
in our hands are good enough to serve 
all our future opportunities. 

The arms and ammunition industry 
evidently does not share my pessimism 
concerning the future of our shooting

I hope with all my 
heart that they are right but I can also 
remember, too, the great business dis- 
aster of two decades ago which proved 
that even a hardheaded business man 
could be as wrong as a yellow shirt and 
a pink necktie. 


To Keep a Vanished Era 


Y UNCLE SAM—not the star-spangled 
Uncle whom we all work for but 
my own personal uncle—was a Quaker, 
but he loved to shoot and to hunt game. 
Furthermore when anyone relied upon 
Uncle Sam’s religious abhorrence of 
violence so far as to try to impose upon 
what he regarded as his constitutional 
rights he could instantly excommunicate 
himself from the comforts of his re- 
ligion for as long as might be necessary 
to chasten the wily heathen. 

A slick brother. came through the 
village one day peddling a rank and 
stinking “perfume” from door to door. 
He had a smart sales trick that probably 
went all right in the Bowery or in any 
other place where an ounce of Florida 
Water was considered to be as good 
or better than a bathtub, but it didn’t 
work out so well in the soft soap zone 
where Uncle Sam, who hated artificial 
perfumery and justifiably so, had his 
residence. The peddlers device con- 
sisted of knocking at a prospect's door 
and immediately dousing the door 
opener with a squirt of “perfume.” It 
was said of him that he could.beat a 
skunk to the draw. 

My Uncle Sam, who had no butler, 
opened his neat white front door one 
day and met the suffocating blast full 
face. He immediately quit being a 
Quaker for the time being. The older 
residents of the village still recall with 
pleasure how the peddler in his des- 
perate haste dropped his pack, vaulted 
the yard fence and took off down the 
dirt road pursued by a gray-eyed, roar- 
ing, blazing-mad nonconformist who 
pelted him with his own bottles of 
Florida Water. 

I greatly admired Uncle Sam for his 
devotion to the principle of direct 
action and I loved him because he 
subscribed to Recreation magazine and 
also. to Forest and Stream. He saved 
the copies, which were finally stored 
away in the attic mixed in with copies 
of half a dozen other periodicals, 

That attic was my private gold mine. 
I wish I could find another one like it 
—or, better yet, return to that one— 
and dig out those priceless nuggets of 
sport, as it was. in those days, with 


gun, rifle and rod. Both of these favorite 
journals had distinctive covers which 
were never changed. You could spot 
either one of them and identify it at 
ten yards. So also you could pick out 
St. Nicholas, The Youth’s Companion, 
Harpers and The Atlantic, and for 
the same reason—they always wore the 
same coat, as did the fishermen, butch- 
ers, bankers and doctors of the com- 
munity. 

The glory of it all, however, was 
not in the editorial issues, but in the 
stories of shooting and fishing as these 
sports were practiced in those days. 
They really had shooting and fishing, 
such sport as my son and certainly my 
grandson has never known and never 
will know at first hand. 

The great days of field sports in 
America, I fear, are up in the attic 
for keeps. Since they can never return 
in actuality that is where they should 
be unless you can go to the justifiable 
expense of having the copies of your 
favorite magazine sorted and bound, 
all in good and presentable order, fit 
for the family library. 

There will surely come a rainy day 
when some youngster with the heart 
and soul of a sportsman will seek out 
the dusty records and thank you for 
having saved them for him. 

‘There are books about such doings, 
and they are good books, too, but they 
do not make up a complete record of 
the times. That record is now to be 
found only in the pages of our maga- 
zines, yes, and in the advertising mat- 
ter too. The best of authors cannot go 
far beyond the limits of his own ex- 
perience and observation, but in time 
a good magazine contributed to by 
thousands of acutely interested corre- 
spondents from all over the world can 
supply illumination for an era. 

Thanks to my good Uncle Sammy 
who saved his magazines and cata- 
logues I shared in. the sport of days 
that were long gone when I was ready 
for the field, and I believe that my 


enjoyment was as great as his own.

tail current. The average outboard boat 
with its shallow draft and tilting motor 
also enjoys a high rate of immunity at 
corner cutting in cases like this. But if 
the buoys are put there to warn of 
danger, it seems a little foolish not to 
heed their warning. In addition, the 
occasion may arise when you'll be grate- 
ful to them for telling you where you are 
on the chart. 

Call this rudimentary if you like, but 
the buoys can’t be of much help unless 
you know what they mean.” As useful 
reading for a winter evening you might 
get a booklet from the U. S. Coast 
Guard, Washington, D. C. entitled 
Buoys in Waters of the United States. 
It may clear up confusions you have 
suffered. And in view of the fact that 
more than 100 different types of buoys 
have been developed at one time or 
another with quite a large share still 
doing business, it is understandable that 
confusions might arise. 

Take the indisputed fact that when 
you head for a harbor from seaward, 
your channel will be marked by red 
buoys on the right and black buoys to the 
left. But what’s the meaning of seaward?

“cases. Shape in itself is of special im- 
portance in the instances of can buoys 
and nun buoys. You have more cans 
and nuns to deal with than any other 
type of buoy. 

The cans are just that—big iron cyl- 
inders haying flat tops. The nuns are 
recognized by their conical tops. Sizes 
in both cases will vary, those in exposed 
waters being larger—hence: the terms, 
Ist, 2nd and 3rd class buoys. Sometimes 
spar buoys do the work of cans and 
nuns; are painted black and red respec- 
tively. Or, a spar becomes an obstruc- 
tion buoy by painting on red and black 
stripes. 

To get the significance of the shape 
of a can or nun, we have to go back to 
color. Paint a big iron cylinder black 
and it can mean only one thing; a chan- 


~ nel can buoy marking left side of the 


' channel as you enter from seaward. 
Similarly, paint a nun buoy red and it 
means say one thing; a channel buoy 
marking right side of channel as you 
enter from seaward. 

But the paint pot can change the 
meaning of a buoy completely, as any 
of the Coast Guard buoy-yards are ac- 
tively aware. They get a sudden emer- 
gency call for an obstruction buoy. 
There aren't any obstruction buoys in 
stock. But there are plenty of black can 
buoys. All you have to do is decorate its 
blackness with a series of neat horizontal 
red stripes. Result; an obstruction buoy. 
You can take similar liberties with a nun 
buoy, maybe paint vertical white and 
black stripes, which turns it into a mid- 
channel buoy. Shape no longer mat- 
‘ters. Paint has changed each into an 
entirely different kind of buoy. 

As already pointed out, when we 
deal with bell buoys, gong buoys and 
some of the rest, paint continues to play 
an important part, either paint or num- 
ber, But as for the lighted buoys, it’s a 
little different. Of these, we'll have to 
talk some other time. 


Life-saver for Equipment 


RECENT issue of OBC’s publication 
Outboard Boating describes a new 
gadget on the market that acts as a life- 
saver for equipment lost overboard, It 
seems to be a small, aluminum case, 


“made to be snapped or screwed to a 


casting rod, tackle box, gun, camera or 
about anything else. The case contains 
a small float, a nylon line and a release 
device. Water seezs through small per- 
forations in the case and disintegrates a 
chemical cartridge. This brings the float 
and nylon line to the surface. But that’s 
not all, After the float reaches the sur- 
face, dye is released, marking the spot 
for detection.

Cartop boat, 12 feet long and very 
satisfactory. I wish to match it with 
the correct outboard motor. I am think- 
ing of buying a Martin. I would prefer 
to have the model 60 as sometimes it 
would be put on a larger boat, but 
mostly I would use it on the Penn 
Yan. Do you think the Martin 60 
would be too much motor and would 
it come down to a slow trolling speed? 
—A. Mayhew, Grand Prairie, Texas. 


There are two models of :the Penn 
Yan you mention, one having a half- 
ribbed floor and the other not. Penn 
Yan recommends motors up to 5 h.p. 
for the half-ribbed, but only up to 2% 
hp. for the other. Naturally, I don’t 
know which model you own. Under 
the circumstances my personal choice 
among the Martins would be their 40. 
The 7 h.p. 60 seems a good deal of 
power. As for trolling speed, they claim 
youll have no trouble. This seems 
pretty well substantiated.—E.].

‘What Length Canoe? 


Mr. Jessup: I want a boat as light 
as possible, yet plenty safe. Prefer a 
canoe. What length canoe is safe?— 
Troy Hunter, Van Buren, Ark. 


Depends largely wpon where you 
use it. And how. A 12-footer might be 
safe enough on a small stream or mill 
pond, but for a big lake I'd ask a mini- 
mum of 17 feet. Design also makes a 
difference. Plenty of beam with full- 
ness at ends argues for safety, or in 
other words steadiness. But the part 
that length in itself plays is frequently 
overlooked. Steadiness comes about as 
much from length as from width. An 
extra foot of length in a canoe weighs 
about five pounds. It will often prove 
a wise investment,in that it also means 
greater stability and additional carry-

It’s experience makes the 
eoondog no matter how 
good his lineage so give 
him all the hunting you can 

. 


FFNo THOSE of us who love to tramp the 
T secod on crisp fall nights there is 
nothing more thrilling than the tree 
bark of a good coonhound, The tingle 
of pride experienced by a sportsman 
when his dog has jumped and success- 
fully driven Mr. Ringtail to the dubious 
safety of a treetop is little short of ec 
stasy. For real top coonhounds are few 
and far between and, to a dyed-in-the- 
wool coon hunter, practically priceless, 
« No matter how well bred he may be, 
or no matter if he comes from a long 
line of proven cooners, the only thing 
that will make a good coonhound is ex- 
perience. On his fast few trips into the 
woods the young coonhound may per 
form brilliantly i, that is no sure sign 
that he will one day be the leader of 
the pack, although it is a good indica- 
tion. On those particular occasions he 
may have been fortunate enough to get 
some good breaks—all dogs do sooner 
‘or later—and the ringtails he started, 
unluckily for them, didn’t happen to 
open their bags of varied tricks. 

So the coon hunter should not be- 
come too enthusiastic over the initial 
work of his young hound nor should’he 
become discouraged if his dog does not 
show up any too well during his first 
season. Seldom it is that we find out- 
standing coonhounds under four years 
of age and those dogs can seldom be 
purchased at any price. 

The coon dog is valuable for several 
reasons. Not only does he provide his 
master with the exciting music of the 
chase but the pelt of his quarry is worth 
good American dollars. Many a good 
hound pays for his keep many times 
over each season. The rollicking fun of 
the chase is ee an added dividend—

There are several ways in which the 
oung hound may be started on coon. 
ad there are just as many schools of 
nought on that question. Some feel that 
rag races, using a coon hide on which 
as been sprinkled a few drops of anise 
il, are of much value in starting the 
oung dog to trail and particularly to 
ree, Others are of the opinion that such 
1ethods cause the young hound to get 
1 the habit of trailing the man who 
rags the hide rather than the hide it- 
If, and thus do more harm than good. 
Mthers believe the proper method is to 
fart a young dog on his career in the 
ompany of one or more seasoned hounds 
ut this is not always practical and some 
ontend that this has a tendency to re- 
uce the dog’s independence. 

The topflight coon dog generally at- 
uins his efficiency the hard way. I do 
ot mean to imply that the young dog 
just be worked all the time for too 
wuch work takes the joy out of hunting 
nd causes him to grow stale. But he 
n0uld be kept keen all during the sea- 
m and drag races provide sport during 
1e off-season. 


Vio" young hounds are prone to hunt 
rabbits. Probably the principal rea- 
m for this is the fact that rabbits are far 
.0re plentiful than coons and are easier 
) trail. This is not too serious an offense 
x the time being, for rabbit scent is 
nticing to all young dogs, but you 
10uld not let the habit grow on him. If 
ou are hunting him alone and know that 
e is trailing a rabbit, get to him as soon 
s possible and take him off the line, 
unishing him a bit if necessary. How- 
ver, do not make his chastisement too 
svere for you want nothing to dampen 
is enthusiasm for hunting. Take him 
ito the woods where you know there 
re coon and release him there. 

The use of a pet coon is especially 
aluable in teaching the young dog 
yme of the slick tricks an old boar coon 
ill use in trying to elude his pursuers. 
le can be taught that a coon has a 
abit of “tapping” trees (climbing up 
art way and jumping out to resume 
is race again) and although the hot 
ail leads to the foot of a tree this does 
ot always mean that the coon is in it. 
fe should be taught carefully to circle 
tree in search of a fresh trail before 


e while wait- - 


times’surprising how quickly hounds will 
learn this knack. By using a pet coon, a 
dog can be taught to.look out for back- 
tracking, fence rail walking, log run- 


ning and the various tricks employed in | 


crossing creeks. 

, Many young dogs do not bark at the 
tree during their early experience. He 
should not be encouraged to bark tree 
at first for this may lead him into giving 
false alarms. However, if he persists in 
silence at the tree he should be urged 
to bark or hunted with dogs which give 
free tongue at the trail’s end. 

Start him on coons and keep him hunt- 
ing nothing but coons if you possibly can. 
But do not condemn him if occasionally 
he runs a rabbit, trees a possum or takes 
a fling after a fox. Once he knows you're 


after coons and nothing else he'll adopt} 


the proper tactics. His first lessons should 
be given in sections where you know 
coons are to be found, You can explore 
virgin territory after he knows what it’s 
all about. 


Ne leave him in the woods over- 
night if you can possibly help it. 
Build up a fire at the starting point, make 
yourself comfortable and keep blowing 
your horn at frequent intervals. He'll 
eventually come in. Many is the night I 
have wanted to go home early only to 
have my hounds stick with a cold trail 
in deep swamp. Generally, however, my 
patience was rewarded with a fine catch 
along about dawn. It pays to persevere, 
both in training and in hunting. 

Good coon hounds: are almost invar- 
iably hardy individuals and can stand a 
lot of work. But don’t pour it on too 
much just because the dog is willing. 
Experience is indeed the thing but it 
can be overdone. Never run a dog when 
his pads are torn nor work him to the 
point that he is overly stiff and sore the 
next day. Allow him plenty of rest after 
a hard night’s work. 

When you return home, no matter 
how late it is, see to your dog’s comfort. 
Look after his pads and if they show 
signs of excessive wear apply a little 
paste made of pine tar and tannic acid 
or pine tar and fuller’s earth. Wash his 
eyes out with warm water or a warm 
solution of boric acid. This is to remove 
the weed seeds and any foreign matter 
and you'll be surprised how much will 
be found, Do this unfailingly and his 
eyes will be clear and unmatted the next 
morning. Give him a brisk rubdown, see 
that he is completely dry, feed him a 
light meal and see that he has a com- 
fortable bed. By doing these small things 
you will find that you both will feel much 
better in the morning. 

Now here’s a bit of good advice for 
all coon hunters: When the trail leads 
you to a known den tree, spare that tree. 
Hunt elsewhere even though you disap- 
point your dogs. You'll profit by it in the 


long run.

run just_a little longer my fishing would 


have been over till I got a new refill for » 


my reel, Although I'd come adequately 
supplied with light plug casting and 
trolling tackle, my only fly line was on 
that reel. ; 

With his first run over the fish let me 
stow some fly line back onto the reel, 
but at fifty feet he saw me and took off 
again, The fire had gone out of him, 
though, and his second run carried him 
less than fifty yards into the backing. 
Corked by the second run, the next time 
he came in he stayed there. After a few 
short darts and swings he let me reach 
down and pick him up—a five- to six- 
pounder, I tried to release him, but the 
sturdy 2/0 hook, crunched between his 
powerful jaws, had been bent into a 
complete circle around the upper edge 
of his jaw! I had to get out my knife to 
spread the metal enough to free him. I 
watched him swim off with the satisfac- 


tion of having found some magnificent ” 


fly rod fishing, the knowledge that he 
would be just the first of many fly rod 
bonefish if Fate spared me the years to 
catch them. 


INGE day, Dave Meyer, an old hand 
at bonefishing, flew down with me. 
Again we left Miami late, and again we 
found fish in the same area. We landed, 
rigged up, waded out to our knees and 
started fishing. Dave, using four-six 
gear, impaled a shrimp on his hook and 
cast out. He’d seen a bonefish move by 
while we were setting up our tackle. 
The fish struck and Dave drove the 
hook home. Then followed the normal 
fight pattern of a long, sizzling run, two 
shorter ones and some lusty infighting 
before Dave skilfully drew him to his 
waiting hand. He’d weigh about eight 
pounds, a beautiful blue-grey and sil- 
very fish. Released, he swam off lazily 
and quickly blended with the pale blue 
water and white sandy bottom flecked 
with its greyish-brown sea grass. 
Twenty minutes after Dave’s fish was 
released something hit my fly and raced 
away toward Mexico. The double loops 
that lock my casting line to the backing 
clicked out swiftly through the guides. 
The backing kept running out in one 
long, sustained drive. My fingers edged 
in around the unseen spool of the reel 
and felt for the depth of the line remain- 
ing. The fish passed the mark where 
my thirty-pound salmon had stopped, 
hesitated briefly, then drove on with a 
new burst of speed that sent the whine 
of the tortured click to a new high. The 
fish stopped just short of the end of my 
150 yards of backing, stubbornly stayed 
beyond the length of my fly casting line

for five minutes. When he came in close 
it was only to rush away again. Th 
third time the bonefish came near 
reached down over the back of his neck 
and with all the strength I could find 
in my fingers held him up just long 
enough to remove the hook. ‘ 

Lady Luck rewarded me with one 
more strike and fortunately it was my 
third and not my first, because that fish 
in a single persistent rush cleaned me 
out of fly, leader, line and backing. Be- 
fore I had a chance to get back to the 
Keys again my plans were changed and 
I left Miami to return north. But Pm 
getting set for more fly fishing in the 
Keys . . . in mid-spring when the fish- 
ing is best and when the big tarpon and 
the biggest bonefish and permit and 
all the rest of the long list of fish that 
abound there will come into the shal 
lows to spawn and feed. 

-T've been a party to some long dis- 
cussions as to the relative merits of 
bonefish in comparison with such fish as 
Atlantic salmon. The fact that bonefish 
supposedly couldn't be caught with ar ti- 
ficial lures weighed heavily against 
them. My experience with salmon has 
been long and thorough, At last, I now 
have some first-hand knowledge of the 
bonefish on almost identical tackle. Hay- 
ing fly-caught some bonefish I'm not go- 
ing to give up salmon fishing, but I do 
think that every winter or early. sprin 
from now on I'll spend at least a week 
fishing in the warm salt shallows. 


Abe: bonefish is a feeding fish and not 
to be compared with the unpredic- 
table, non-feeding salmon when it comes 
to the problem of bringing him to th 
feathered steel. Bonefish will take bi 
flies on fairly heavy leaders, heavier gear 
than Atlantic salmon require. But bone- 
fish are a more wary fish, harder to 
locate, and when they're hooked they 
have the whole Atlantic: Ocean to run 
to. There’s no doubt that they'll make 
longer, swifter runs than most salmo 
do. I believe bonefishing will be tough 
on fly tackle and that reels for them wi 
have to be precision built, with the best 
of materials, to last very long. } 

Salmon utilize the running water it 
which they fight to make things diffic 
for the angler. Their sudden leaps catch 
many a fisherman off guard with too 
solid a pressure and so they break the 
fine leader and go free. The bonefish 
doesn’t leap. If he did, he would be just 
as spectacular and unquestionably mo 
difficult to handle. As it is, there’s litt 
choice between the two. If you're lool 
ing for one of the supreme thrills in fh 
fishing, the bonefish will i it
